It was simply a mixture of sand and clay, 
mostly'sand, that had been thrown out of the core room of a foundry 
and what little life and fertility it had ever possessed had been pret- 
ty thoroly baked out of it before it had been carted from the foun- 
dry to the "dump" whence he had taken it.

life he had for half a century kept an e>e open to the tendencies of 
l.uman nature. In short, he knew sonu'thin* both about plants and 
the human species. 


He explained thai the plant \\hich had to struggle for an ex- 


istence at the start alwa\s made a stronger, healthier and a faster 
grow-in* plant, once it got its roots stuck into rich soil than does the 
plant which, in its embryonic stapes, is accustomed to a soil of threat 
richness. 


He continued: "A plant is no different from a boy, or :t boy 


from a plant. When a young man makes a failure the whole story 
is told us in the single expression, 'lie was born with a stiver spoon 
hi his mouth.' It is the boy who contended A\ith poverty, -who has 
liatl to struggle to clothe himself and secure the rudiments of an 
education who comes to early manhood equipped for a successful 
combat with the industrial or commercial world. 


"The plants that 1 start in stuff of that kind arc invariably 


healthier, resist all kinds of insect ravages better and grow better 
after thry are transplanted to the rich and heavily fertilized soil of 
these beds. It is the old, old story. They arc born poor and have 
to rustle for a living. At last when they are equipped for life's race 
and come into their own 1hcy distance the plants that never knew 
what the struggle for existence means." 


"That may be true," said one of the green house man's audi- 


tors, "but how about pigs or veal calves? You start them on the 
richest loocls you ean get and stuff them from start to finish." 


"So we do," answered the oth^r. "We hand it to them at the 


outset and continue to hand it to them until they arc slaughtered. 
In the case of animals of this kind we don't expect bone and muscle 
and endurance. All we expect of them is to develop fiber and fat 
and plenty of it. 
'Stall fed* is the term that best expresses animals 


in that class. 


"But when it comes to rearing hoises of a work strain the in- 


fallible rule applies again.

poses, fat and sleek with symmetrical lines, crowd the colts with I 
rich feed from the start.
